The King was very negligent in this Affair, 
but on his Refutal to purtue it, the Parliament heard 
Gatis and Bedlsc, and imprifoned many Roman Ca- 
tholicks, who were condemned and executed. A-

. Mot of his Baltes ments were tumuluous. ‘Lie 
Scotch Presbyterians took up Arms; maiiacred Dr.

-hurch of Carmine, perceiving that every 
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Thing comcurr’d to bring their Difputes to a final Ac- 
commodation, retired very late ro his Palace; having 
firft obtained a Promife of Mafaniello, ‘ Not to execute 
his Detign of firing rhar Night thirty-fix Houfes of Per- 
fons of Quality ;? among which were the Palaces of the 
Duke of Mat.rloid; the Prier ot Rece/’a, bis Kintman, 
Won Perrant Carraciols; Don Carlos Spivello, Coles Lran- 
caccho . Cornelius Sdinola; the Viirar General; aud ihe 
Prince of Celemars, Chief Polt-matter of che K.ngdom. 
And in this the good Archbifhop gave an illuttrivus Ex- 
ample of Chri:an Charity and Forgiveneis; tor the 
Perfons betoreementioned had all of them been princ- 
pally concerned, in che Tumule that happeeed the Year 
betore, at che Proceflion of the Relicks ot Genarro, the 
Patron ot Naples, in which his Eminence received many 
gro{s Afironts and Abufes. 


Yuly to. Next Morning early, Merfeniello made a gee 
Ncerai Review or the People throughour the City of Nae 
ples ; wherein were found 114,000 Men under Arms, 
betides a great Number of Cirizens who were not en- 
zolled. ‘In che mean Time, his Emineme the Cardinal 
Arcbb:fhop Fricmrariao waited upon the Viceroy; and ima 
long and private Conference, gave him an Account ot his 
Negotiations the preceding Day. From thence he went 
to the preat Marker-place, robe prefent at the Reading 
of the Treaty et Accommogation betore the Aflembly of 
the People. 

There were now great Hopes of feeing the Diftrac. 
tions foon at End, The Rabble, fatished with the Ven- 
geance they had taken, and dazzied by the Profpeét of 
fo many Immunities and Privileges they were on the 
Point of enjoying, relaxed of their former Fury, and be- 
gan to with ecarneitly tor Peace. But a fatal and unex- 
pected Accident entirely ruin’d thefe good Difpotitions, 
and blew up the Flames of Difcord to a greater Height 
than ever. 

Juit ar the very Time, when the Marketeplace, as well 
as the Church and Convent of Carmine, were crowded 
with a Multitude of People, who all waited with Impa- 
tience ro learn the SuccefS of the Negotiation ; about 
soo of the Banditti, well armed and mounted, came ints 
the Marketeplace, where they were received with great 
Demoniirations of Jovy, mpon their declaring thar they 
had not been fenr by Dominico Perrone, and were come 
for the Service of the moft fairhtul People. As foon as 
Mafaniello {aw them, he thanked them tor their Goode 
will; and defiring them to alight, appointed them dif- 
ferent Quarters ot the Ciry, where they fhould expect 
his further Orders afoot ; upon which Perrone told him, 
he jndecd it much more proper to aflign them a {eparare 
Standing to themfelves, and by no Means to cifmoune 
them ; becauf= being on Horfebeck, they would be much 
readier to afiift him in cafeof Neceffity. To this Ma- 
faniello vepiicd, That ie was altogether unneceflary, and 
tharcthey would be as ferviceable to him on Foot as on 
Horfeback. Put Perrone warmly iniilting upon their 

erving mounted, and ina Body, withour being able te 
alledge any good Reafon for it, Mafariello began to fue 
{pect {ome dark Bufinefs in Hond ; and theretore peremp- 
torily commanded the fandirri to go on Foot to the 
Quarters he afligned them, and not to ttir an Inch with- 
out his O:der. He had no fooner fpoke, but a Musker 
was fired off; which Mafaniello looking upon as the 
Signal of fome Milchiet, cry’d our, Treafon, Treafon, 
there’sa Plot on Foor ; when immediately five Muskers 
more were hred upon him by fome of the Banditti, whe 
had hid themfeives among the Crowd that furrounded 
him ; and thougi: 2 Bullet or two came fo near to him, 
as to tinge his Shirt, vet he received not the leaft Hurt. 
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The People fceing their General alive, and without 
Harm, cried out Gneand All, that God and che Lady ot 
Carmine had protected Mafaniells; and that this mi- 
raculous Deliverance of his Pesfon, was a manifelt 
Token, that they approved ot his Undertaking ; and 
faying fo, they fell wirlour Mercy upon the Bandirti ; 
aud having killed thirty of them npon the Spor, they 
purfued the reft into rhe Church and Convent of Car. 
mine, whither they bad ivn for Reiuge. Nor could the 
Holinefs of the Place fecure them trom the Pecpics 
Raye ; who, inan Inftane turned it into a Scene of Blood 
and Cruelty. Norhing was ro be heaid on all Sides, bur 
the piercing Cries ot the wounded, who whilit they 
were calling tor Confeflors, met che Stroke of Death. 
Two of them were flain at the Poor of the great Altar ; 
and another under the very Seat where the Archbifhop 
was, and whither he had betaken himiclt to avoid rhis 
bloody Riot. In fhort, the whole Pavement was foon 
cover’d with flaughter’d Bodics ; among which were 
womenico Perrone and Gretoria Perrone, the former ha- 
ving loft his Lite, for be:ag an Accomplice in the Con- 
fpiracy, and the latrer tor only being Brother to the rore 
mer. Capt. 4ntino Groffo lott his. Life alfo, having firtt 
declared, that the Banditti had been fent by che Duke 
of Mataloni and Don Popo Caraffz his Brother, to re- 
venge by the Death of Mafanielio, the Infults he had re- 
ceived from the Rabble; that Domenico Perrone was pr'- 
vy to the Plot; and thar feveral Troops more of the 
Banditti were to come into the City at the Clafe of Day ; 
who favoured by tie Nighr, and the Contufion which 
the Dearth of Mafaniello, (which they looked upon as 
inevitable) mult neceflarily create, were tO fall fuddenly 
upon the People, and cut them in Pieces. 

Some Authors who have written of the Revolutions 
of Naples, have affirmed, that Perrone, Grofjo, and others 
depoted before they died, ‘That the Market-place and 
the Convent of Carmine were undermined ; and that 
1s,0co Pounds of Gun-powder had been convey’d under 
Ground, inorder to blow them up ata certain Hour of 
the Evening, when they fhould be moft crowded with 
People ; by which ’rwas computed that upwards of 
i50,000 Souls mult have perifhed in the Shock ; that 
thofe whom the Flaimes fhould {pare, were to be pur to 
the Sword, as weil by the Banditti who were already 
entered the City, as by {everal Companies more, who 
were appointed to join them in the Evening, bv order 
of the Duke of Mataloni and Don Pepe Caraffa, the 
principal Authors ot rhe Confpiracy” But whoever exe 
amines thele Things will find, thar they are not only 
gaife in Fact, but even abfurd and incontittent svith Rea- 
fon. For it is certain that Perrone was abfolure!y incapa- 
ble of making thefe Depofirions ; for the Rabble, when 
shey found himhid inthe Convenc, where he had beraken 
himfelf as foon as he perceived the Bandirti had mifcar- 
ried in their Attempr, Killed bim outright, and cur off 
his Head, without giving him fo much as Time to ipeak 
one Word; neither is there any reafonable Man, whocan 
fuppofe that in lefs than twenty-four Homes, and at a 
juncture when the fufpicious Rabble were aiways upon 

their Guard, the Con{pirators could have found Means 
to dig fo many Mines, and flow them wich fuch vat 
Quantities of Powder without being perceived. Nor bue 
Yam very fenfible that thefe pretended Depofirions, 
however falfe and ridiculous, were palined upon, and 
credited by tne ignorant Rabble, and cven couatenaneed 
by Mafanielis ; who to give the betier Colour to an 
Iinpoiture, chat ferved fo well to inflame the People’s 
Refenriment and Hatred again the Nobility, contented 
Biesfe!! with infictirg no other Pun'fhineur on one or 
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two of the Banditti, than perpetual Banifhment: yo. 
Pierence that they hed made the fore-mentiones poe 
other important Difcoverics. , —— 

The Rabble had foon put to Death 159 of the Ri, 
Gitti; and having dragged their Carcafles throug) “| 
the Streets and Kenneis of the City, rhey brovgh: pa. 
Heads to Mafanie/lo, who commanded chem, toveh,. 
with thofe ot Perrone, and his Brother, to be heed ophe 
Polesin the Middte of the Market-place; and this Or-- 
was execured accordingly. _ 

One might have imagined thar the filling of trey 
Blood, wou!d atrone tor the greareft Inhamaniry. ., 
that the People, airer having facriticed fo many Live. 
their juft Refenrmenrs, would have now relenred a4 
gone no farther. Bur Mafaniello efteeming his \W..1 
but half compleated, fo iong as he had not in his Powe: 
the Duke of Mantaloni, and Don Pepe Carafa, ufed }s 
urmoft Endeavours to find our the Pisce where they hey 
concealed ; being tuily determined to glur his p-. 
venge with the Death of two Brorhers, who had con, 
fpired againithis Lite. To this End, he ordered feye- 
Companies of Horfe and Foor, to go in Searcit of the 
reit of the Confpirators, who fled to feveral Churches 
and Monafteries for the Benefit of Proreétion ; but more 
efpecially in Santo Maria ae la Nova, where he was in. 
tormed that Don Pepe Caraffa, and the Prior of Rocell, 
had betaken themfelves to avoid, if poflible, the Fury of 
an enraged Populace. 

Jutt as the Companies were difpofing themfelves to 
march, or rather to fy, where their General’s Commands 
and their own Annimotities led them, Advice was 
brought to Mafaniello, thar the Duke or Mataloni wis 
at Sr. Efvere, which was 2 Church belonging to the Co. 
pachin Wriars. The Generalifhimo was mightily pleated 
at this News; and refo!ving not to lote, for want of {u:. 
ficient Force, this Opportunity of gerting into his Powe: 
an Enemy to whom he bere a moft invererate Harred, b+ 
added a treth Supply to the tormer Derachmenr, which 
together mads up a Body of 4,000 Men, ail armed; and 
difpate’d them to St. Fire, with pofiitive Orders to 
bring the Duke ro him alive or dead. But the Duke ha- 
ving timely Notice or their March by a Spy, had rhe 
good Forrune to make his Ercape in a Frias’s Weeds 
and got fate out ot the City, where he took Horfe, ard 

“made rhe beft ot his Way to Berevento. 

The Mob being come ro St. Efrem, and finding them 
felves difappoinred, {ent feveral Ways atrer him, 1 Rees 
to fnd him ; ber their Perfuir was i vain; for one 
well mounted, he had made fuch Speed, thac they cour 
get-no Tydings of him. Upon which they benr ter 
Courle towards the Monaftery of Santa Maria, witrc 
Don Pepe Caraffa, and the Prior of Rocelia had retucc , 
who next to the Duke of Masteoni, were the princes.

Puruntefs this be the End propofed, all other Parts 
of Knowlecge will be but Bubbles in the Air; they 
nay {well perhaps, and appear Brilliant for a Time, 
bot will fhorily {hew how utterly void of Subftance 
they are, by fuddenily breaking and dilappearing. 
It 1s this that gives a real Value to Learning, as it 
is the moft important and noble End to which it can 
be applied It is this chat will correct the Petulance 
of Youth, the Arrogance of Self-fufficiency, and the 
Pride of Pedantry ; it will make Knowledge truly 
Ornamental, and the Advantages of a liberal Educa- 
tion the greateit Blefling of our Lives. Should then 
this mott interefting Part of Learning be difregarded ? 
Should it not be inculcated with Application and 
Care? But it never can be inculcated to any Pupofe, 
if we do not regard it as the prime Concern, and in- 
iii it into the tender Mind, with Frequency, Regu- 
larity and Method. : 

The Brere is the grand Repofitory of the Truths 
of our moit holy Religion. Jt is written in it’s ori- 
ginal Languages with the utmoft Perfpicuity, Ele- 
gance, and Purity of Stile, and contains every valu- 
able Branch of Knowledge. Tsue Philofophy fu- 
perior to the wild Conjectures of Antient and Mo- 
dern Naturalifts.—.~Beautiful and tublime Defcrip- 
tions, far exceeding the much celebrated Pieces of 
Antiquity in Imagery and Diction, But above 
ail, many abfolutely neceflary, very plain, yet im- 
portant Truths; infinitely more exceilent than the 
uncertain Gueffes of Lieathen Moral:tts. 

Why then is not the Holy Scripture made one 
great Part of our youthful Studies? I mear nor 
merely for the Language, but with regard to the 
Matter of ic? Lam verily pesfuaded were it.«con- 
hdered in this Light; were the Subjects of this facred 
Bock carefully explain’d ; were our Youth taught the 
Veneration that is due toit, and the Importance and 
Eleliing of it to Man, they could not eafily as they 
g'ow up be Iced afide imto Errors, or become fo ge- 
nerally debauch'’d and profane. But when this is 
neglected, when they do not fufficiently know the 
Foundation on which their Holy Religion ftands, or 
the Obligations it lays them under to Piety and Vir- 
tue, no wonder that they are unable to withitand the 
lawlefs Banter of the Libertine, or run into all the 
Excefles whichthe Gratification of their Paffions fub- 
jects them to; and till fome fuch Methods are ufed 
‘or promoting Chriftian Knowledge, we can have 
but very liule Ffopes of Reformation ; indeed we mutt 
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expect to fee each Age growing more €orrupt than 
the preceding, and anentire Detection from Truth. 

To you then, Gentlemen, is our lait Refort: On 

you, ‘ender God) depends our All. If there may 
have been ary Negligence in this Parucular, itis of 
the utmoft Confequence it fhouid be turn’d into Da- 
ligence and Care. And as the World every Day 
grows more ignorant of and inattentive to religious 
Truths, fo we muft expect that Porents will be 
lefs able and willing to miftil religious Principles 
into their Children; confequently on your I[nitruc- 
tions they muit depend for all faving Know- 
ledge. And refleft how crucl itis, that whewyou 
neceflarily in the Courfe of their Reading profane 
Authors fupply them with erroneous Notions in Re- 
ligion, and Examples ot Vice and Iminorality, you 
fhould not at the fame Time arm them ayainit both, 
by enabling them to pafs a Judgment on them by the 
Standard of Chriftian Truth and Virtue. Hence 
it is, fhall I fay, that our Poets form their Plans on 
Heathen Theology, and in fome of their mott cele- 
brated Pieces appear as zealous Worthippers of the 
fictitious Deities, as the moft fuperflitious Bards of 
Antiquity ? Hence it is chat Manners fhall be efteemed 
fuperior to Chriftian Piety ; and the Eloquence and 
Characters of Cicero be put in Compeution with the 
true Sublimity and Zeal of St. Pau// tho’ defended 
with the Pen of an ingenious and pious Courties? 
Hence it is that the {prightly Wit commences an 2- 
bandoned Rake at the Inns of Court; or the Aca- 
demic is often profoundly ignorant in the moft im- 
portant of all Learning? For the Univerfities fup- 
pofe the Foundation laid, and begin the Superitruc- 
ture: When, alas! it is lamented by thofe whale 
Bufinefs it is to examine, that many who offer them- 
felves as Candidates for Teachers of others, are moft 
fhamefully deficient themfelves in that Knowledge, 
which is their more immediate Concern. 

Here give me Leave to with that the Tutors in 
our Univerfity would regularly go through a Cougfe 
of Lectures on the Chriitian Religion, the Foundation 
on which it ftands, and the great and undeniable Ar- 
guments, for the Support of it, with all the Pupils 
indifferently, whatever Profeflion they are defign’d 
for. This, befides being of manifeft Service to uch 
as are intended for Holy Orders, would probably 
be one great Means of curing that prevailing Igno- 
rance in this Refpect, the Parent of modern Infide- 
lity, and the Source perhaps of much of the Debau- 
chery of the prefent Times. And fuch Inftructions 
would have this Advantage, that they cowid not 
come within the Objection of infufing Prejudices 
into Children, but muft be regarded as rational Ap- 
plications to Youth, who are in fome Meafure quali- 
fied to judge of what is propofed to them, 

And the prefent Methad of compleating the Edu- 
cation of our Nobility and Gentry calls upon thofe, 
who have the Care of the former Part of their Life, 
to be extremely diligent in inftilling virtuous and re- 
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ligious Principics, Removed from the feverer Dif- 
cipline of a School, they are fentto vifit foreign 
Countries, before they are of Age and Capacity to 
make ufeful and proper Obfervations. By which 
Means, they gain little by their Travels, but the 
Follies and V ices of the fevera! Places they pals 
through. But this is not the worft. “Moft of the 
Nations hey vifit are of a different’ Religion from 
themfelvs ; where they cannot but laugh at the Sa- 
peritition that there prevails ; and having no Oppor- 
tunity (if they were willing) of exercifing their own 
Religion, and i improving In thefe Principles they ma 
have but weakly imbibed, and follicited on all Hands 
by vicious Pleaiures, they vga f concract a Dil- 
regard to Religton in general, and tofe the Senfe of 
its Obligations. Hence it is, that at their Re- 
turn we fee the fine Gentleman has raifed himfelfon 
the Ruin of the Chriftian, and with foreign Fathions 
they import | likewife’ the Vices of foreign Natiors. 
‘lo this we may refer the [ntroduétion of Pleafures 
unheard-of by Name, till lately in this Ifand ; 
Leyity of Mind and Effeminacy of Manners detpifed 
by ancient Britons ; The notorious Prophanation 
of the Sabbath by our Nobility and Gentry ; 
and fome fcandalous Vices too indecent to be men- 
tioned. 

I will not pretend to fay, that the Emmiffaries of 
Popery defignedly promote this Libertifm of Thought 
and Practice, but this is undeniably evident, that they 
hence take the Opportunity of propagating that er- 
roneous Religion among us. For how widely diftant 
foever Indifference to Keligion, and Superftition may 














appear at firft Sight, ye: the Tranfition from the one 


tu the other . eafier than is imagined. 

The fcar’d and trembling Debauchee at the Clofe 
of a Life dedicated to lawlels Pleafure, will naturally 
embrace that Religion which grants a plenary Pardon 
upon one {imple Confeffion of Unity with the Church 
ot Rome, and reject the too tedious Seripture- Doctrine 
of Salvation by Faith and fincere Repentance, de- 
clar'd then only to be valid, when it imports forfak- 
ing former Crimes, and Regttitution for Injuries done. 
And there are not wanting in all Places, more elpe- 
cially inthe Metropolis, Swarms of Popifh Prietts to 
cake the Advant tage Of this Difpofition, and promote 
the Caufe they are fent for. This doubtlefs has a 
very bad Afpect on the Retormed Religion, and tends 
to plunge vs ag'ain into that Sea of Abfurdity and Su- 
peritition we once glorioufly emerged out of. 

For God’s Sake then, Gentlemen, redouble your 
Diligence in this Refpeét. The Honour of God, 
Blefling of the reformed nie and the very

a levler Degree of Attention to this important Branch 
of Education might formerly be, when Parents and 
Fricnds look’d on it as their Duty to initl Principles 
of Religion into their Children and Dependents :

HE following important Difcovery is recom- 
mended to the Litterati in general, but more 
particularly to the College of Phyticians ; as it may 
be of the greateft Confequence to them in their fu- 
ture Practice. 

You muft know then, that a wonderful Connec- 
tion and Sympathy has lately been obferv’d between 
the Breeches Pocket, and the Animal Spirits ; which 
continually rife or fall, as the Contents of the for- 
mer ebb or fow ; infomuch, that from conitant Ob- 
fervation, I could venture to guefs at a Man’s cur- 
rent Cafh, by the Degree of Vivacity he has dif- 
cover'd in his Converfation. When this cutaneous 
Refervoir is flufh, the Spirits too areelate; when that 
is funk and drain’d, how flat, dull, and infipid is e- 
very Word and Action! ‘The very Muicles and 
Fegtures of the Face are influenced by this ob{cure 
Fund of Life and Vigor The Heart proves 
only to be inert Receptable of the Blood, and thote 
grofler Spirits, which ferve for the animal Funétion ; 
but the Pocket is fraught with trofe finer and more 
fublime Spirits, which conftitute the Wit, and many 
other dillinguifhing Characters. 

I could tell how the Poet's Finances ftood by the 
very Subject of his Mule : —gloomy Elegies, biting 
Spirits, grave Soliloques, and duil‘l rar ‘lations, were 
certain Indications of the res augusta; as pindaric 
Odes, and pointed Epigrams, intimated a freth Re- 
crait.

‘Barometer of State always rofe or fell, not as the 
quick but current Silver contracted or expanded us- 
elf within its fecret Cell. 

Under the Influence of the fame powerful Charm, 
‘T have remark’d a certain Phyfician in the Chamber 
of a wealthy Patient clear up his Countenance, and 
write a Recipe with infinite Vivacity and good Hu- 
mour; but inthe Abode of Poverty what a clouded 
Hrow, hopelefs Vibration of the Head and 
Langura of the Nerves? like the fenfitive Plant he 
thrunk from the cold Hand of Neceflity.

When Mr. Williams call’d to her, fhe rais’d herfelf 
up, and, by the Support of the Chair, made us a 
Curtfey. The Manner of our coming in had a little 
confus’d her, but fhe foon recover'd herfelf, and. by 
our Defire fatdown. Mr. Williams thea enquired in- 
to the State of her Diforder, and fhe told him, that the 
believ'd her IlInefs was occafion'd by her eating that 
Food, (pointing to an earthen Pan that ftood betore 
us, in which were mixed a little Barley Meal, Saic, 
and Water) and added, that fie had not had any 
Bread or Meat for feven Days. At this he was fur- 
pris'd, and asfk’d what became of the V ictuals he fenc 
her the Beginning of that Week? She thank'd him 
for it, and reply'd, that two Fellows in the Neiph- 
bourhood, whofe Names fhe mention'’d, had taken it 
from her; and that one of them had ftruck her feveral 
Blows. Mr. Williams feemed angry that fhe did not 
inform him of it; but the defired he would not be dit- 
pleated, and faid, fhe was loath to be too troublefome. 
Mrs. Williams (who is a mighty good Woman) was 
greatly affected with this Circumflance, and fhed 
‘ears, which were indeed accompany’d with my 
own: She then warm’d a little Sack-whey, fhe had 
brought in her Pocket, and gave it the poor Creature 
todrink. ‘This Jane {wallow'd cagerly, and was fo 
chearful after it, that fhe talked to us above two 
Hours, entertained us with her whole Story, and the 
HMhitory of her ‘Time, which was frequently inter- 
rupted with the warmeft Expreffions of Gratitude to 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams. When I exprefs’d my 
Surprize at her Memory and good Senfe, fhe told me 
that fhe was once a young Gentlwoman’s Waiting 
maid, with whom fhe had a good Education, and 
could, even now, read and write very well, but that 
the Neighbours would not fuffer her to havea Pen and 
Ink, and had flolen her Bible and her Speciacles. Juii 
as we were coming away, I put two Half Crowns 
mo her Wand, which the return’d me again, and 
begg’d [ would oblige her with fume Halfpence in 
their Stead; forthe People, fays fhe, in the Neigh- 
bourhood are poffels’d with a Notion that I can turn 
Lead into Silver and Gold, but thathy and by it will 
become Lead again, and therefore none of the Shops 
will change my Money. When we parted with the 
old Woiwan, fhe cried, and whilpered to Mr. 
Williams to come again and give her the Sacrament, 
for that fhe did not think fhe thould live long. 
I could recite many other Circumflancesin Jane, or 
(as they by Way of Reproach called her) Jane 
Gilbert’s Behaviour, which I think prov’d that fhe 
“Was nota Witch, but a ploris and cood Chaittians; 
unlefs you fuppofe Witchcraft to confit in true Wit- 
dom, Morality and Religion, and that wou’d be toe 
ablard even for yo irfelves £0 ODy 


pofe. But fhall now 
hailen to the sequel of my Story, in which you will 
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Sed that the true Source from whence W cl craft ts 
reputed to {pring, is Poverty, Age, and Igrorance ; 
and that itt impoflible for a Woman to pals for a 
Witch, unlefs the is very Poor, Aged, and lrves in a 
Neighbourhood whére the People are void of ccem- 
mon Senie. 

Sometime after we had this Interview with Jane 
Gilbert. 2 Brocher of her’s died in London, who, tho’ 
like a truly adopted Son of Care, would not part with 
a Farthine while he lived, at hts Death was obliged

Could not carry in the Coffin with him. —— This al- 


ter’d the Face of Jane's Affairs prodigtoufly : She 
was no longer Jane, alias Joan Gilbert the ugly old 
Witch, but Madam Gilber:; her old ragged Garb 
was exchanged for one that was New and Gentecl ;

P.S. Twas a Saying of Mr. Williams, who would 
fometimes be jocofe, and had the Art of making 
even Satyr agreeable ; that if ever Jane deferved the 
Character of a Witch, "twas after this Money was 
Jefe her; for that with her five Thoufand Pounds, 
fhe did more Acts of Charity and friendly Ofhces, 
than all the People of Fortune within fifty Miles of 
the Place. Many Thoulands of my Readers know 
this to be true ; but as fome may be ignorant of it, 
I muit inform them, that fhe gave Bibles and Com- 
mon Prayer Books to all the People in the Neigh- 
hourhood, and the paid for the Schooling of Forty 
boys and Girls. She boil’d a large Copper twice a 
Week, and made Broth and Dumplings for all her 
Neighbours who were old or fick : She lent 500 }. 
m imall Sums to poor Tradefmen and Farmers, 
without Intereit, for ever, and appointed Truttees 
to take the belt Security they could, to that the Prin- 
cipal might not be loit, and to remove the Sums oc- 
cafionally, from one Family to another, when the 
one could {pare it, and the other wanted Afliltance. 
She fettle twenty-five Pounds per Annum foraskiitul 
Apothecary or Surgeon to attend poor People who 
were Sick ; and twenty-five Pounds per Annum on 
the Minifter ot the Parith, to vifit and pray by them, 
and teach the Children their Cathechif{m, and to 
each Child that came to Church to learn the Cate- 
chilm, the order’d aPlumb-Cake every Sunday. A~ 
mong her Donations, fhe did not forget her Friends 
Nir. and Mrs. Walliams, but gave their Son and 
Daughter tive Hundred Pounds apiece in her Life- 
time.
